LETS START OFF THE 
NEW YEAR RIGHT! 


As the old year goes out and the new year comes in, 
confusion is rampant among the title contenders in half of 
the recognized divisions. 

The heavyweights are split up between Jimmy Ellis, the 
W.B.A. and generally recognized champion, whose 
attempted title bouts have been dogged by ill luck and 
postponements; Joe Frazier, the New York champion, and 
Muhammad Ali, A.K.A. Cassius Clay, still recognized in 
some quarters. ! 

Attempts to pair Clay and Frazier have been stymied by 
the uproar of the public and by law, as they should. Efforts 
to pair Ellis and Frazier have been derailed by financial 
demands on both sides and, of course, the offer of a Clay 
fight dangled before Frazier’s eyes. With that fight out for 
good, as was predicted in the last issue of B.I., Ellis and 
Frazier will meet this spring. 

The junior welterweight-:confusion should increase if 
Nicolino Locche, the generally recognized champion, sticks 
to his decision to retire, announced some months ago. The 
W.B.C. recognizes Pedro Adigue—he should meet either 
Bruno Arcari of Italy or Adolph Pruitt of the U.S. to settle 
matters. Should Locche remain in action, then a 
Locche-Adigue bout would be in order. 

The same type of situation exists among the junior 
lightweights. Hiroshi Kobayashi of Japan is the generally 
accepted champion, with the W.B.C. recognizing Rene 
Barrientos of the Philippines. Although Barrientos has no 
real valid claim, Kobayashi should fight him to clear the air. 

Among the featherweights, the Johnny 
Famechon-Fighting Harada winner will be the world 





champion. He should then face the W.B.A.-recognized 
Shozo Saijyo of Japan to end that confusion. The same 
holds true among the flyweights, with the W.B.A.-backed 
Bernabe Villacampo facing world champion Efren 
“Alacran” Torres of Mexico. | 

On behalf of boxing fans the world over, we demand 


that the so-called regulatory bodies of boxing stop playing 


games, get down to business, and settle matters once and 
for all. All the matches suggested here would be box office. 
successes. Rightful contenders must not be shunted aside. 

There is no dispute among the light heavyweights, but 
the champion, Bob Foster, really has only one legitimate 


challenger—Jimmy Dupree, the New Jersey belter. Foster | 


certainly would be a heavy favorite to dispose of Dupree, 
but there’s no doubt that Jimmy has earned his chance, and 
he should get it. The outlandish financial demands being 
made by the Foster people should be curtailed, and a fair 
arrangement then could be made. 

Foster is a fine fighter, but he lacks box office appeal, 
for some unknown reason. As champion, he should be paid 
well for risking his title, but he must also face the fact that 
it is the challenger and not he who must provide most of 
the demand for tickets, and be willing to accept an honest 
and fair price for his services. 

If these attractive matches are made for 1970, it will 
indeed be a Happy New Year for all boxing fans.

NDESTRUCTIBLE

orum, Los Angeles ... Ruben Olivares, the best 

record bantamweight in history, looks capable of 
keeping the world crown for as long as he feels like beating 
the scales by the way he destroyed Britain’s Alan Rudkin in 
two rounds. 

Rudkin was not a canvas-back challenger and had 
survived five 15-rounds fights, including two for world 
titles, without being counted. But against the cool 
executioner from Mexico City he was down three times in 
five minutes thirty seconds and stayed on his knees as if 
saying a prayer. 

The gold-toothed, raven haired Olivares, 22 in January, 
had the ability to back his boasts and Rudkin became his 


52nd k.o. victim, though the formality of the count was. 


interrupted by a compassionate act of Referee, Johnny 


Thomas, signalling the end. 
Olivares hits with bolts in either hand and his punch 
economy is masterly. He looks one of the great ones, having 





a 


trimmed Medel, Castillo, Rose and now reliable 
globe-trotter Rudkin. 

“‘He’s the greatest, there’s nobody to compare with 
him,” admitted Rudkin who had given Harada and Rose 
tough decision battles in their own backyard. “I tried 
boxing him, but that was no good. He feints and picks 
punches. Every time he hits he’s numbs. I didn’t even feel 
the punches that put me on the floor. Those are the ones 
that really hurt. It was no use trying to stand off or run. I 
had to have a go,” said Rudkin. 

The challenger was lucky to have taken the minimum of 
stick in a fight where he could so easily have been 
annihilated for much longer. There was never any 
suggestion that Rudkin would quit, but the way he 
jacknifed and stayed on the skyblue canvas with his knees 
embalmed in resin dust, suggested he was more sick with 
pain than senseless. 

“I knew I would win the fight with the first left hood I 
landed” said Olivares. Rudkin survived the first hurtful 
blow, but after a bright start was suddenly taken apart with 
a head shot that dropped him after two minutes. 

To his credit the little Liverpudlian blinked as if the 
enormity of being hit had never happened and pitched 
himself back into battle. By tearing into Olivares was a 
tactic more likely to lead him to the cemetery opposite the 
fabulous Forum than to the world championship. But by 
standing off, Rudkin was almost as easy for the Mexican to 
hit. 

Rudkin was forced to take his chances and fought 
manfully, yet it was always painfully obvious that Olivares 
was biding his time. He has the patience of a hunter. By the 
second round Rudkin appeared to have recovered from the 
knockdown and resumed his busy-plan to taking the fight 
to the champion. 

Olivares, with head and hands held high, sized up the 
situation as pink-faced Rudkin, with arms held low, kept 
pitching in. When it was time for Olivares to apply a 
corrective right, Rudkin was stopped in his tracks and again 
floored. 

If Rudkin does not carry a heavy dig there is nothing 
wrong with his ticker and he somehow hauled himself up 
quickly to be given the mandatory eight and when he lost 
his mouthpiece was escorted back to his corner. It looked 
as if Thomas has decided, prematurely, that Rudkin was on 
a hiding to nothing. But it was merely a gesture to give the 
Britisher a chance to have his shield washed. 

Rudkin resumed and tried to rap his left into Olivares’ 
face, but it was really like a toothpick masquerading as a 
rapier. The champion aimed his counter blows with the 
accuracy of a knife thrower. 


Rudkin did have the temerity to shake the champion 


with a right against the ropes, and this blow virtually sealed 
the fight. Olivares moved into attack and with a precise 
action shot a right over Rudkin’s lead, then followed in a 
flash with two left hooks. 

The challenger wilted and as he went down the end 
looked inevitable. He might have made it, but had no 
argument when Thomas hollered enough. 

As they picked the challenger off the floor Olivares did 
his war dance and said he was disappointed that Rudkin 
had not given him more trouble. But the Mexican is a 
murderous hitter. Rudkin did not have any kind of 
ammunition to harm him. 
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Alan was still full of fight in the second, but when he 
missed a wild left, Ruben countered with his own left to 
drop Rudkin for the second time in the fight. 





Rudkin goes down for the third and final time after a 
two-fisted barrage from Olivares as referee John Thomas 
moves in to begin the fatal count. 


Olivares, clad in black and crimson trimmed velvet, 
jogged into the ring to the tune of La Cucaracha. Rudkin 
had followed behind the Union Jack to the strains off the 
British Grenadiers. The odds players who made Olivares a 
firm 5-2 knew Rudkin was about to meet his Waterloo. It 
was evens he couldn’t finish on his feet. 

The time changes and climate played havoc with 
Rudkin’s metabolism and he warmed up in a sauna bath for 
his final workout to be sure of making the exact 118 
poundage. Olivares, with the shoulders of an ox, must have 
hollow legs to be able to come to the scales half-a-pound 
inside the limit. 

The Mexican has still to travel above ten rounds and is 
fast running out of bantam opposition. As the howling 
Mexicans celebrated his win, and some jeered Rudkin, they 
talked of Olivares campaigning as a featherweight. He could 
certainly make the feathers fly. 

George Parnassus, faced with an hour earlier telecast of 
the Chuvalo-Quarry fight, still succeeded in attracting 
15,000 paying $175,000 with TV in Mexico, Australia, and

; t is not easy to dispute those 
who might say “Olivares si, 
Napoles no!” but Boxing Illustrated’s 
award as ‘“‘Fighter of the Year.- 1969” 
goes to welterweight champion Jdése 
Napoles, the Cuban-born Mexican 
citizen, by the length of a Mexican 
Chihuahua’s hair from Ruben Olivares, 
the world bantamweight champion. 
Both gained their crowns this year, 
both scored impressive knockouts in 
doing so. Both turned in one-sided 
triumphs in title defenses, both were 
outstanding as sportsmen outside the 
ring. : 
Olivares, the undefeated 
22-year-older, gained the title by 
knocking out last year’s “Fighter of 


~The Year,” Lionel Rose. He then made 


a successful defense by kayoing Alan 
Rudkin of England in just two rounds. 
It was the first time that Rudkin had 
been kayoed. Early in the year he had 


impressively disposed of Takao 
Sakurai of Japan in six rounds, a 
round longer than it took him to 
dislodge Rose from the throne. All this 
with a mark of 53 wins, 52 by 
knockout, and one draw, a string of 28 
straight kayos. Why, then, did we give 
the nod to Napoles? 

Well, Jose had a pretty fine year 
himself. The 29-year-old 
**Mantequilla,” who migrated to 
Mexico City from his native Cuba 
when the Castro government outlawed 
professional boxing in 1962, won the 
title by stopping Curtis Cokes in 
thirteen rounds in April. Then, in a 
rematch in June, he again stopped 
Cokes, this time in eleven rounds. 
Keeping busy, Napoles then took on 
Emile Griffith, the former three-time 
holder of the welter crown and 
two-time holder of the middleweight 
title. Griffith had stepped up to the 
middleweight class not because he

Before reviewing 1969 in detail we must take a look at some of the predictions that were made in B.I. last year and 
see how they turned out. It was mentioned that Jose Napoles posed a real threat to Cokes’ welter crown. That was no 
idle stab in the dark as ““Mantequilla” proved when he got Curtis in the ring. It was said that Hiroshi Kobayashi, Bob 
Foster, Nino Benvenuti and Nicolino Locche all looked firm upon their thrones; all still reign as champions today. It 
was prophesied that “‘Teo” Cruz and Jose Legra were on shaky ground, they toppled from their thrones. It was stated 
that the status of Muhammad Ali would have a whole lot to say about the heavyweight picture whether he fought or 


not— he still is causing a turmoil among the heavyweights as well as the entire boxing picture. 
The world-wide comeback by boxing has continued its upward climb, although gates have fallen off in New Y ork, 
and Sweden, with few active fighters, has banned the professional sport. 
The retirements of former flyweight champion Salvatore Burruni: former light heavyweight champion Jose Torres; 


former Jr. lightweight king Flash Elorde and the comebacks b 
Ramos and Carlos Ortiz also drew notice. 


Let's take a closer look at 1969, month by month. 


January 


Johnny Famechon of Australia 
became the year’s first new champion 
by outpointing Jose Legra of Spain in 
a brisk 15-rounder in London. With 
the victory, which stirred some 
dissent, went the world featherweight 
championship. It was a case of 
Famechon’s general hustle and body 
punching getting the referee’s nod over

Legra’s clownish moves and lighter but 
more frequent hitting... despite 
Johnny being on the canvas six times 
(none recorded as knockdowns). 

Bob Foster’s first defense of the 
light heavyweight title before 16, 129 
in Madison Square Garden was short 
(137 seconds) and as potent as a shot 
of 100-Proof. Bullet Bob was in with 
the Jersey Jolter, Frank DePaula, who 
came out swinging, put Foster on the 
deck with a roundhouse right to the 
back of the neck, then quickly was 
dropped three times by the champ and 
it was all over. Gate receipts were 
$189,920 — eighth largest in the 


division’s history, and second largest 


for an indoor light-heavy match. 

Death came to two former fighters, 
Vittorio Campolo, 67, 
Argentine heavyweight, and Alfredo 
Escobar, 42, Mexican-born lightweight 


who fought out of Los Angeles.

February 


Mando Ramos, the _ ebullient 
20-year-old from Long Beach, Calif., 
became the youngest man ever to win 
the lightweight championship by 


stopping Carlos “Teo” Cruz of Puerto 
Rico in the eleventh round before 
14,183 in Los Angeles. It was a cut 
left eye that forced stoppage of the 








fight after 2:41 of the round. Cruz, 
who had beaten back a 1968 challenge 
by Ramos, was slightly ahead this time 
when the bout was halted. 

Another title changed hands, in 


Mexico City’s El Toro bull ring, as 


Efren “‘Alacran” Torres stepped onto 
the flyweight throne by halting 
Chartchai Chionoi of Thailand in eight 
rounds. Again, it was an eye injury 
sthat caused the TKO, and again, it was 
a return match. But for their second 
go-round, Torres was in command all 
the way. 


WBA featherweight king Sho Saijyo 
of Japan made his first defense a 
successful one with a unanimous 
15-round decision over Pedro Gomez 
of Venezuela in Tokyo. 

Rene Barrientos of the Philippines 

won the WBC version of the junior 
lightweight title with a unanimous 
15-round verdict over Ruben Navarro 
of Los Angeles before more than 
30,000 in Manila’s Anreta Coliseum. 

The Grim Reaper claimed former 

welterweight champion Marty Servo,

49; Ed Nemir, 63, California’s dean of 


collegiate boxing coaches; Joe Triner, 
74, former chairman of the Illinois 
Athletic Commission; Jack McDonald, 
81, longtime California referee, and 
South African flyweight Nicholas 
“Lucky Boy” Cele, 26, who died after 
being knocked out. 


March 


Lionel Rose, the escapologist from 
Australia, had another one of his close 
calls. The world bantam champ and 
BI’s Fighter of the Year for 1968, 
successfully defended against Britain’s 
Alan Rudkin, but it was a close call — 
the decision was split after fifteen hard

fought but not sensational rounds 
before 14,000 in Melbourne’s 
Kooyong Stadium. 

Freddie Little took over the vacant 
junior middleweight title (recognized 
by the WBA, WBC and European 
Boxing Union, but not B.I.). The 
32-year-old from Las Vegas, Nev., had 
an easy time disposing of Stanley 
“Kitten” Hayward of Philadelphia 
before a small crowd at Las Vegas 
Convention Center. For Little it was a 
case of persistence paying off, for it 
was his third try. He had lost a 
questionable decision to Ki-Soo\Kim 
in Korea in 1967, and had been 
involved in a bizarre “no-contest”’ with 
Sandro Mazzinghi in Italy in ’68. 

Japan’s Hiroyuki Ebihara 
recaptured a share of the world 
flyweight title, gaining recognition 
from the WBA with a unanimous 
fifteen round win over Jose Severino 
of Brazil in Sapporo, Japan. The tall 
29-year-old Nipponese southpaw had 
held the crown for four months in 
1964. 


JIMMY WILDE 


Former flyweight champion Jimmy 
Wilde, 76, and longtime promoter and 
manager, Lew Burston, 74, died during 
March. So did Trinidad heavyweight 
Ulric Regis, 27, four days after a 
London fight which he had lost on 
points. 


April 


Before a howling crowd of 15,878 
who contributed to a California indoor 
record gate of $195,480 in the 
Inglewood Forum, Jose Napoles, 
Cuban-bom Mexican known as 
“Mantequilla” for his smooth-as-butter 
style, became the world welterweight 
champion at the age of 29. Napoles’ 
domination of the old champion

Curtis Cokes of Houston, Tex., was so 
complete — he battered him into 
submission in 13 rounds — that he 
gained instant acclaim as possibly the 
greatest of all the great Cuban fighters. 
Rarely has a fighter as highly regarded 
as Cokes been forced to take such a 
one-sided, brutal beating. 

Hiroshi Kobayashi put his junior 
lightweight crown on the line against 
Antonio Amaya of Panama in Tokyo 
— his third defense — and he almost 
got more than he’d bargained for. 
Amaya gave the 24-year-old champion 
a real close battle until the last few 
rounds when the sizzling pace and 
weight-making troubles took their toll, | 
and Kobayashi, with plenty in reserve, 
rallied to take a split decision. 





version of the 
heavyweight title was trotted out 
before 10,000 fans in Houston, Tex., 
but challenger Dave Zyglewicz lasted 
only ninety-six seconds, in which time 
he made two trips to the canvas — the 
second one for keeps.

George Barton, 84, the man who 
introduced the mandatory eight count 
and the 10-point scoring system in 
boxing, as well as being a longtime 
sports writer and editor, referee for 
numerous title fights and onetime 
head of the National Boxing 
Association, was one of three boxing 
casualties during the month: The 
others were Joe Woodman, 96, once 
the manager of Sam Langford, and 
Albert “Frenchy” Belanger, 63, a 
flyweight champion of the twenties. 


June 
Smokin’ Joe Frazier, Philadelphia’s 
six-state “heavyweight champion,” 


remained active, in marked contrast to 
the man with the more legitimate 
claim to the title, Jimmy Ellis. Frazier 





took on Jerry Quarry of Bellflower, 
Calif., before 16,570 who paid the 
year’s biggest gate—$502,108—at 
Madison Square Garden. Quarry, 
apparently anxious to prove he could 
stand and swamp punch for punch 
with Frazier, did it for a little more 
than a round, then was pounded into 
submission. Late in the third round, 


Quarry was cut under the right eye 
and Frazier made the wound a target. 
Eventually, Jerry’s right eye was 
almost closed, and a cut was opened 
over it, and after the seventh round 
the fight was stopped. 

Six days later, welterweight 
champion Jose Napoles gave Curtis 
Cokes the chance to regain the title. 
Cokes had said he’d taken Napoles too 
lightly the first time, but now he had 
no excuse as he was completely 
outclassed, took a two-fisted battering 
that forced his handlers to toss in the 
towel after ten rounds. 


The Final Bell sounded for Mike 
Belloise, 58, who was recognized as 
world featherweight champion in the 
later thirties by New York, and 
Tommy Robson, 76, 
Chelsea, Mass.

July 


If there was controversy when 
Johnny Famechon won the 
featherweight crown back in January, 
it was nothing compared to the fuss 
that arose over his victory in Sydney, 
Australia, over Japan’s Fighting 
Harada, the former flyweight and 
bantamweight king. Most of the 
outcries were directed at Willie Pep, 
the referee and sole official, who first 
announced it as a draw, only to 
discover that his card had Famechon 
the winner by one point, 70-69. This 
despite Ray’s being dropped three 
times to Harada’s once. Wrote one 
irate Aussie scribe: “Hartford, Conn. 
(Pep’s hometown) is the home of the 
American School for the Deaf, the 
Connecticut Institute for the Blind, 
and the Institute for living (for the 
mentally unwell). I will make no 
further comment other than to say 
Willie ought to run for mayor.” 





FIGHTING HARADA 


In the year’s most unusual fight, 
former light heavyweight champion 
Jose Torres knocked out last minute 
substitute Charley Green of Brooklyn 
in 1:31 of the second round of a wild, 
wild scheduled 10-rounder at Madison 
Square Garden. Green, who had paid 
his way in as a spectator, was recruited 
when Jimmy Ralston of Buffalo pulled 
out at 8 p.m., claiming a sore elbow. 


Green then proceeded to drop the 


glassy-eyed Torres just before the end 
of the first round. The count should 


have continued, but Torres’ handlers 


were allowed to drag him back to the 
corner, and revive him, but in the 
second, Green then floored him again, 
even hitting him twice while he was 
kneeling! Then Torres turned the 


tables, lashed out with a left-right, and 
Green went down on his face and took 
the full count. 

Death came to two ex-champions: 
Andre Routis, 69, and Ken Overlin, 59. 
Frenchman Routis 


won the 





featherweight title by upsetting Tony 
Canzoneri in 1928, and lost it to 
Battling Battalino a year later. Overlin, 
a native of Decatur, IIll., was 
recognized in New York as world 
middleweight champion after he 
defeated. Ceferino Garcia in May, 
1940. A yéar.later he lost the crown to 
Billy Soose. 

Others who passed on in July were 
Morris “Whitey” Binstein, 72, veteran 
trainer; Joe O’Gatty, 66, a New York 
flyweight of the twenties, and Mario 
Paladino, 25, Argentine junior 
middleweight who died after being 
knocked out.

Ruben Olivares’ ascent to the world 
bantamweight throne, and the death 
of former heavyweight champion 
Rocky Marciano in a plane crash were 
the major boxing headlines of the 
month. 

The 21-year-old Olivares, third 
Mexican to win a world title this year, 
gunned down defender Lionel Rose of 
Australia in 2:24 of the fifth round 
before 18,545 fans who paid $270,545 
to see the one-sided battle in the 
Forum in Inglewood, Calif. Aborigine 





Rose carried the fight to Olivares, 
weight-making robbed him of the zip 
and fire power to trade with the man 
who had come in with a record of 49 
knockouts in 51 contests. 


Marciano was killed in the crash of 
a private plane near Newton, Iowa, on 
August 31, the day before his 
forty-sixth birthday, and the world 
mourned his untimely passing. 

Another well-known boxing 
personality who died was Lou 
Stillman, 82, who operated a famous 
gymnasium in New York for many 


years.

Japanese fighters were involved in 
two title fights, each bout lasting only 
two rounds. WBA featherweight

He defended his title 15 times. 
Only Joe Louis defended more often 
with 25. 

Tommy Burns never had a manager 
during his career. Burns was the first 
champion to travel outside the United 
States to defend his title. He still holds 
the record of’ 8 defenses outside the 
USA. 

Burns still holds the record for the 
quickest knockout in a heavyweight 
title fight. He knocked out Jem. 
Roche, the champion of Ireland, in 1 
minute 28 seconds of the first round. 
And he did it on St. Patrick’s Day in 
Ireland, March 17, 1908. 

Burns won the light heavyweight 
title while the heavyweight champion, 
although he never laid claim to it. Yet 
according to boxing rules he did win 
the title. When both fighters weigh 
below the championship limit then the 
winner becomes the champion. Such 
was the case with Burns on May 8, 
1907, he was defending his 
heavyweight crown against light 
heavyweight champion Philadelphia 
Jack O’Brien. Burns weighed 174 and 
O’Brien 167. Thereby Burns became 
the light heavyweight (175-pounds) 
champion. | 

Burns was the only heavyweight 
champion in -history to defend his title 
against two opponents in one night. 
He did so on March 28, 1906, in his 
first defense. He knocked out Jim

His favorite sports were ice skating 
and lacrosse.

As an ice 
skater he lost by one second to the 
world champion, J. R. McCollough, in 
a three mile race in 1898 at the age of 


17. That year he played lacrosse for 
Gault and they won the championship 
of Western Canada. 


Tommy was 10 (he was known as: 


Noah then) when his father-‘moved the 
family to Hegwarth.. His uncle, Ben 
Dankert, owned a saw mill and 
furniture factory there and the father 
found a job. 

It was in Hepwarth while attending 
the second grade that Tommy (Noah) 
entered the school’s boxing 
tournament for boys ages 10 to 12. 
Tommy won the championship. It was 
a bareknuckle contest. 

When father Brusso heard of 
Tommy’s fighting he said,

At age 12 the Brusso family moved 
to Chesley. Father Brusso, a cabinet 
maker by trade, went to work in 
furniture factory and 


The Chesley lacrosse team had a 
game scheduled against Hanover and 
Tommy was asked to play on the 
team. His father forbid him to go. 
Tommy went. Coming home late that 
night his mother was waiting up for 
him. “Noah,” said his mother, “Dad is 
mad at you and will whip you for not 
obeying him.” 

His mother stuffed a lot of 
newspapers in the seat of his pants 
before he went to bed. The next 
morning Noah went in to see his father 
and take his licking. His father smiled 
and held out a dollar. “It is yours, 
Noah,” the father said. “I heard that 
you scored the winning goal. I am 
proud of you.” 


His father died shortly after that 


and the family moved back to 
Hanover. A short while later mother 
married another Frenchman by the 
name of Kulchman from Preston, and 
so the family moved to Preston. 

Tommy quit school and went to 
work in Brodie’s wool mill in Hespler, 
a few miles from Preston. His job was 
spinning wool. He earned $40 the first 
week, and with the second week’s pay 
bought a suit costing $80. His 
stepfather did not like the idea of 
Tommy spending all his salary on a 
suit and chased Tommy away from 
home. 

Burns got a job as a baggage man on 
a steamer running between Buffalo 
and Cleveland. One day the ship 
steward met Tommy on deck and 
slapped him across the face with a 
heavy turkish towel. Enraged, Tommy 
beat the steward to a pulp. It was later 
established that someone had used the 
steward’s towel and Tommy was given 
the blame. Tommy was fired. 

From Cleveland Burns went to 
Detroit where he joined the Painters’ 
Union and secured a job as a painter 
with Bamford & Co. at $3.50 a day. 
For exercise he joined the Detroit 
Athletic Club. The year was now 
1900. 

While attending the boxing seach 
where a substitute was needed, Burns 
stepped in when his friends dared him 
to accept. He won by a S-round 
knockout over Fred Thornton,

received $1.50 for the fight, and was 
told that he was now a professional. 

It was almost a year before his 
second fight. Again his opponent was 
Fred Thornton and again he won by a 
5th round knckout. 

From 1900 to 1904 Noah Brusso 
had a total of 21 bouts, scoring 16 
knockouts. 

It was while he was training to box 
Tom McCune in Detroit, in 1903, that 
Jim Corbett, the ex-heavyweight 
champion, came to Detroit. Corbett, 
training for a comeback to box Jim 
Jeffries, was appearing on the stage at 
the Temple Theater. He asked Noah 
(Tommy) to spar with him. Burns did 
so for six days. He later said that 
Corbett taught him a very important 
thing, and that was to keep your hands 
open when sparring. This relaxes you 
and does not tire you out so quickly. 
It was a valuable tip. 

A bout against Ben O’Grady in 
1904, in Detroit, was a turning point 
in Tommy’s career, a high spot that 


almost turned to tragedy. 

The bout was billed for the 
middleweight championship of 
Michigan. Burns scored a knockout in 
the third round O’Grady failed to 
respond to the smelling salts and the 
cold water. He was rushed to a 
hospital and it was four days before he 
came out of it. In the meantime Burns 
was held in jail. Authorities were 
prepared to charge him with 
manslaughter. But O’Grady fully 
recovered. Noah still had to face his 
mother. She made him promise not to 
box anymore. He did. But the urge 
was too great and so -he moved to 
Chicago where he took the name of a 


famous Canadian jockey of the times, 


Tommy Burns. Prior to this, all of his 
fights had been under his real name. 
The O’Grady fight also lost Tommy 
his girl friend. He had been seeing a 
girl by the name of Nellie Schweitzer. 
But when the father heard of the 
O’Grady fight he forbade his daughter 
to see Burns. Tommy carried the torch 


for a while and then married a girl by 
the name of Irene Pepper. It lasted 
only six months. 

Later in the year 1904, Burns 
headed out to the Northwest. He 
boxed in Tacoma and Seattle. His 
toughest fight up to then was with 
Billy Woods in Seattle on Sept. 16th. 
It ended in a 15-round draw. 

During summer school vacation in 
1905 Tommy was visiting friends in 
Portland, Oregon, and was introduced 
to a Miss Julia Keating, who was 
attending a convent school in St. Paul, 
Minn. The romance blossomed and 
after winning the title Burns came 
back to claim Miss Keating as his 
bride. 

On August 31, 1905 in San 
Francisco Burns made a great showing ° 
when he scored a 20-round knockout 
over the good fighter, Dave Barry. | 
Tommy Ryan, the middleweight 
champion, could not get anyone in the 
ring with him in 1905 and issued a

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Liston’s Knockout 


Defeat Stuns Fans 
And Sonny Too. . .

ust as it must for every fighter, 
the end of the trail has been 
reached by the one_ thought 
invincible-Sonny Liston. The 
37-year-old (he claims) former 
heavyweight champion came to what 
we hope is the end of his 17-year pro 
career after 1:08 of the ninth round in 
Las Vegas and before millions of TV 
viewers when Leotis Martin landed a 
crushing right-left-right combination 
to the jaw that dropped Sonny flat on 
his face for the full count, in fact it 
was almost five minutes before Liston 
was revived and back on his feet. 

It marked only the third time in his 
career that Liston has been stopped. 
The previous kayoes were both by 
Muhammad (Cassius Clay) Ali; the 
first time Sonny quit in his corner, 
claiming an injured shoulder, the 
second was the controversial and 
confusing count-out in Lewiston, Me. 
There was nothing odd about this 
one — he was knocked “‘dead.”’ 

Liston, at 21944, looked formidable 
for about six rounds. His left is still as 
awesome a weapon as there is in the 
ring today. His jabs were hard and 
sure, his left hooks to the body stung, 





but his right was almost useless. When 
he did throw combinations, which 
wasn’t often, he landed solidly on 
target with his right, but with no 
effect. He really never hurt Martin, 
although he did floor him once and 
appeared to have him in trouble on 
another occasion. | 

Leotis, at 199, fought a different 
style fight than he usually does. He 
moved and jabbed and moved some 
more, keeping away from Sonny’s left 
and making Liston chase him, and it 
proved to be the perfect fight. True, 
Liston was ahead on points, but from 
the sixth round on it was pretty clear 
that his legs were beginning to get 
leaden and it was going to be a 
question of whether or not he could 
last the full twelve rounds. He 
couldn’t. 

At the end of eight rounds all three 
judges had Liston in front, by scores 
of 38-35; 38-36 and 37-34. Our card 
was 38-33 and 6-2 in rounds for 
Sonny, but from the seventh on the 
handwriting was on the wall. 

Martin kept away from Liston, 
jabbing and moving during the first 
rounds, but Sonny’s left jab was too 
stiff and quick for him, with the 
exception of the second round when 
he was able to slip sorfie and score 
with his own left hooks to the head. In 
the opening stanza Leotis drew a pair 


_of warnings from referee Mike Kaplan 


for low blows. 
Sonny was doing well in the fourth 
as he had Leotis off balance with his 
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ram-like jabs. Martin was able to- 
counter off them with his right, but, as 

Leotis was moving, the blows lacked 

any steam and were also _ long, 

bouncing off Sonny’s neck and 

shoulder. Near the end of the fourth 

Sonny ripped a good left hook to the 

body, then as Martin countered with a 

right to the head, backing off, Liston 

fired back with a left hook. It caught 

the retreating Martin on the point of 

the chin, and dropped him on the-seat 

of his pants. Leotis bounced right up 

at two, and didn’t appear to be hurt. 

Sonny tried to follow up and landed a 

clean 1-2 to the head, but Martin came 

back with a pair of combinations and a 

left upper-cut in close as Sonny 
crowded him against the ropes. 

Sonny held the upper hand in the 
fifth and sixth, but he was slowing 
down and twice when he had Martin 
trapped on ropes, he allowed Leotis to 
escape. 

Leotis came on in the seventh as he 
was down more flat footed now and 
seemed to sense that Liston was tired. | 
It took a good last-second rally by 
Liston to pull out the round as he 
seemed to hurt Martin for a moment 
with a stiff left hook to the body and 
a follow-up hook to the head. 

The eighth round was all Martin’s. 
He was now standing and trading with 
Sonny. A hard left hook tore open a 
deep wound on the bridge of Liston’s 
nose, and the blood flowed heavily 
down into Sonny’s mouth. , 

Martin was now banging home

The fastest and best way in the world for one to get 
zapped is for one to stick his chin out. . 

I think it was a sage server of suds who once said, ‘‘Fools 
rush in where angels fear to tread.’’ A line he no doubt 
lifted from the back of a literate laundry list. Anyhow, 
champs, the boss had bade me the task of taking an advance 
peek into 1970, thus it becomes by duty to predict and 
pontificate on the punchers as they appear through my 
myopic orbs. Before we begin our sci-fi stroll down Sock 
Street I want two items clearly understood: 1. I have access 
to no ‘‘inside dope’’ other than myself when it happens to 
be raining outside. 2. I disavow all responsibility for any 
loot lost on any predictions I make other than my own, 
which I wish I could also disavow responsibility for. 

As we battened down the hatch on 1969 many weight 
divisions were plagued by an epidemic of championshipitis, 
a condition which threatens to further contaminate the 
clout cotrie. How long can this condition go unchecked? 
That, my buckaroos, is a solid sally, which reminds me of 
another Sally who was a shade stout, but hardly solid. 

Getting back to boxing . . . In all other sports whenever 
a dispute erupts the contestants are apt to resort to 
fisticuffs as a means of resolving the issue. Even in tiddledy 
winks if a guy is caught tiddling when he should be winking 
he’s got big troubles: pronto. Ironically, this axiom doesn’t 


cut water in boxing where conflicts are often allowed

decades in lieu of an immediate settlement by the use of 
that increasingly rare commodity known as “common 
sense”’ which would enable the rival champs to shoot it out 
for ring rulership. Multi mitt masters cheapen boxing and 
bring down the gloved game to the level of ‘‘rasslin’”’ where 
it seems almost everyone and their brothers hold a 
“‘world’s’’ title of some sort. 

What do the fates have in store for boxing in 1970? 
Allow me to oil up the Ouija Board and try for some 
“educated (?) evaluations’ of what may be cooking in the 
punch pan spread over the next 12 months. 

Like the rest of us civilians, few fighters are happy with 
their lot in life. Several titleholders are casting envious eyes 
towards the throne room in the next higher division. Light 
heavy leader Robert Wayne Foster wants to go gunning for 
the top spot in sports, The World’s Heavyweight 
Championship. Middles master Nino Benvenuti, suffering 
from delusions of grandeur, has a yen-for Foster’s coveted 
crown. Jr. middleweight monitor Freddie Little would love 
a chance to lick Nino for the senior title. His chances of 
getting the fight are less than fat. Welterweight ring king 
Jose Napoles seems to be a rare happy man just where he is. 
Weight problems may make it necessary for maturing 
Mando Ramos to forfeit his lightweight laurels. This would 
make him a natural opponent for Napoles, perhaps late this 
year. It’s not likely that Ramos would check in for a shot at 
a Jr. welter title. The Jr. classes carry little prestige and

even less interest for anyone outside the immediate families 
of the men who happen to head them. Or maybe I’m just 
being too much the traditionalist in this assumption? 

The fractured, but taléent-laden, featherweight category 
seems set solid for 1970, or at least until they can get their 
own domestic chores on ice. 

‘Ramming Ruben Olivares, the brand new banty boss 
with the bag full of bombs, can clear a cellar full of coins 
by staying situated for a while and this I believe he will do. 
For a little lad he sure do bang big! 

The Jr. welters, Jr. lighties and flyweights are all divided 
divisions with internal disorders which require extensive 
surgery before a singular champ can look upward towards 
new spheres of conquests. 

With the heavyweights it is possible to ask three 
different people to name the champ and receive three 
different answers—each backed by a strong argument. The 
most obvious match for the year—and it is being bandied 
about, would bring Joe Fraizer, standard bearer for New 
York and a handful of other locals, against Jimmy Ellis, the 
more generally recognized ‘‘champ’’. However, one can not 
overlook Muhammad Ali a/k/a Cassius Clay, who still has 
his backers. Recently numerous efforts have been made to 
put him back in a ring. There has been talk of a match with 
Billy Joiner and also Joe Frazier and even proposed dates 
(January in Tulsa, Oklahoma and March in Florida) for 
these fights have been announced—but despite the growing 
unpopularity of the Vietnam war, plus certain racial unrest 
and the feeling that political expediency, or a gesture of 
appeasement would give him the green light to fight 
again—there are just as many or more who feel certain that 
despite these announced dates, these fights will not take 
place until the courts settle things once and for all for Ali 
a/k/a Clay. :

MUHAMMAD (CASSIUS CLAY) ALI 


It is indeed too bad for boxing and the sportling world - 
as it needs the financial shot in the arm that a really “BIG” 
heavyweight fight would bring. 

We shall see. Where this 1967 I’d have no reservations at 
all in selecting Muhammad Ali to beat either Frazier or 
Ellis; however this is not the case. It is now 1970 and I am 
no longer as certain as I once was of Ali’s abilities. Three 
long years of idleness can rust out an average heavyweight 
plodder. What they may have done to the fighting 
equipment of a man such as Muhammad, who depended on 
speed, coordination and reflexes, possibly more so than did 
any other heavyweight in boxing’s long history, is a moot 
point. At 27, Ali is still a relatively young man as 
heavyweights go, but. has he lost his finely honed fighting 
edge? That is the question. Once a man has lost this 
undefinable, but vitally important, ingredient it can never | 
again be fully regained. This question can only be answered 
by a return to the ring by Ali against qualified opposition, 
not collapsable Charlies, nor can the query be covered by 
appearances on TV talk shows or on a Broadway stage. 

Harking back to Frazier and Ellis; Joe Frazier is 
undoubtedly the people’s choice as champ and should he | 
square off with Ellis Joe would be heavily backed to beat 
him. Picking the winner of a fight which-hasn’t even (at this 
writing) been inked for is hardly the action of a sane man; 
however I am getting paid to lay my noggin on the 
chopping block so I shall obligingly stick my neck out.and 
leave the judgment on my sanity ‘solely up to the 
galleryites, I tab Ellis to take Frazier with a hedge. Jimmy is. 
a much better mitt mechanic than some of his fights tend 
to indicate; a far more versatile workman than is Freight 
Train Frazier who is a pattern puncher with little variation 
in his general makeup. To beat Joe Jimmy will have to 
unload early from the right side. If he can finda home for 


his right handers Frazier will be derailed. Should he set-to 
make five frames it would then figure to be all downhill for 
Ellis, once Joe got rolling. Frazier’s stamina would swing 
the fight for him. Boxing is a game of conflicting styles. 
Based solely on this assumption; Ellis has to do it early, 
otherwise Frazier will overtake him at the head of the 
stretch and win going away, either way, on points or via a 
knockout. 7 

It looked as if a bright fistic 1970 was in store for Leotis 
Martin, a Philly neighbor of Frazier’s, who shot into the 
spotlight with his nine-round kayo over Sonny Liston, but 
with talk of an Ellis-Martin title bout in the making, it was 
announced that Leotis had undergone an operation to 
correct a detached retina in his right eye. While the 
operation was a success it spelled finis to his boxing career. 

Mac Foster, alleged to have levelled Liston in a gym go 
in 1968, has done what was expected of him against the 
fort of opposition to whom he was expected to do it 
without undue risks. The time has arrived for Foster to solo 
against an established front runner, and I don’t mean a 
former one who has hocked his legs along the way. 

Two-time title trier Jerry Quarry still has the youth to 
bounce back big. He could still be a prime factor as could 
Professor Jack Hurley’s Hibernian Hercules, Boone 
Kirkman, provided he stays healthy. 

The large lefty, Al Jones, seems to have reached the 
crossroads of his career. Perhaps an acid test against the 
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CARLOS ORTIZ 


aforementioned Mac Foster would prove the mettle of both 
mittsters. 

Journeyman jolter Billy Joiner, who showed so well in 
fights with Sonny Liston and Bob Cleroux, has been a bit 
erratic but he could be a late bloomer who will blossom > 
forth in 1970. Al ‘‘Blue’”’ Lewis can come on fast if he starts 
to connect with his combinations. Jeff Merritt has revealed 
fleeting flashes of potential title timber as well as flaws in 
his defensive equipment which will have to be remedied if 
his career is to be advanced. 

Dropping down just a peg in the development stage we 
find several worthwhile ‘‘yearling’”’ sockers shaping up. The 
improvements in the form of George Foreman since his 
Olympic days is astounding. He looks almost as impressive 
as his press clippings, which ain’t half bad at all. He’ll help 
make history in 1970. Others who will be heard from are 
Spain’s untested, but imposing, kayo king, Jose Maria 
Urtain, England’s Teenage terror, Joe Bugner; Ohio’s Ted 
Gullick, who flattened Ray Anderson; California comer 
Ken Norton, Canada’s balding bomber, Bill Drover, who 
might be the sleeper of the lot; Rufus Brassell, now boxing 
in brilliant form and looks like a lad with a fat future, and 
last, but hardly least, is college clouter Tommy Hicks, a 
rather smallish heavyweight, who is being astutely guided 
by old pro Joe Netro. 

The Bonavenas, Peraltas, Chuvalos, Folleys, Pattersons, 
etc., will continue to add excitement to the division. All 
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JIMMY DUPREE 


have reached and passed their peak of proficiency and none 
can any longer be expected to improve to the point where 
they can cop the top crown, even if afforded the 
opportunity. 
Bob Foster stands head and shoulders, both physically 
_ and fistically, above his active contemporaries. Those whom 
he hasn’t yet personally defeated have, for the most part, 
taken turns eliminating themselves. The only existing 
1'75-pounder who rates any kind of an outside chance with 
Foster is boxing’s perennial forgotten man, Harold 
Johnson, who is said to be in hibernation somewhere in 
Pennsylvania. Dick Tiger wants no part of an encore 
engagement with bombing Bob. Texan Mark Tessman boxes 
well but lacks the power and spark to extend Foster. 
Veteran Jimmy Dupree has finally hit his stride and should 
his improvement continue he just might be able to press 
Bob. Hal (TNT) Carroll has to rate a puncher’s chance with 
anyone, including Foster. The one fight above all others 
which seems a cinch to be made in 1970 is Foster vs. Nino 
Benvenuti, a match which has even less appeal for me than 
would Minnie Pearl in a mini skirt. When the comparatively 
light hitting Luis Rodriguez was able to have Nino’s eyes 
looking like something found in the bottom of a fish bow] I 
hate to think what they’d look like after Bob dropped a 
bomb on him. Frankly this proposed fight appears to me 
like a serious accident going somewhere to happen and I 
hope it doesn’t find a locale. Mike Quarry, Jerry’s kid 
brother, looks the best of the younger entries. 

The most monstrous mistake of all would be for Foster, 
as short of serious challengers as he is, to attempt to invade 
the higher echelon area of the next higher plateau, the 
heavyweights. Foster can flail with the best of the big boys 
but he lacks the defensive skills, stamina, durability and 
strength to compete with the colossuses of claut on equal 

footing. His case is a paradox in punch. 

Nino Benvenuti’s Title tenture could end during 1970. 
The middleweight champ’s defense against Rodriguez was 
hardly an enticing attestment to his present form. Despite 
impressive credentials I tend to think of Tom Bogs as a 
protected commodity, a thought I shall harbor until Bogs 
goes on the road and meets some solid opposition instead 
of confining his efforts to his Danish domicile.

Freddie Little, ruler of the Jr. middles, would 
probably run Nino out of the ring, a factor which is 
probably reason enough to prevent him from getting a shot 
at the senior title. Emile Griffith has seen better days, yet 
he would figure to make a good go with Benvenuti. Doyle 
Baird is strong, durable and determined. These attributes 
may be enough to enable him to lift the laurels. Let us not 


overlook Fraser Scott. This youngster will yet be heard 


from. I’ll be greatly surprised to see Nino still in possession 
of the crown at the close of 1970. 

Freddie Little is so far ahead of the Jr. middleweight 
pack that it’s a one-horse race. Of course fresh opponents 
can always be found for Freddie by fattening up a 
welterweight for his sacrificial altar or by putting a 
middleweight on a No-Cal diet. | 

Jose Napoles is a well rounded, late maturing 
welterweight champion who could have a profitable season 
against rugged Ernie Lopez, ex-lightweight leader Carlos 
Ortiz and just maybe a revitalized Hedgemon Lewis. 
Rodrigo Valdez and Donato Paduano are expected to be in 
the thick of the battle before the curtain falls on 1970. 

Nicolino Locche of Argentina, who holds the Jr. welter 
crown, except for the W.B.C. which lists Filipino Pedro 
Adigue as champion, has said that he would retire at the 
end of 1969, but nothing is as uncertain as a fighter’s 
retirement. Should he stick to his decision, a third pairing 
between Adigue and Adolph Pruitt would be in 
order—Adigue won his ‘‘crown’’ by beating Pruitt, but later 
was destroyed in a “non-title’’ match. Pruitt stands high 
among the 140 pounders, with European titleholder Bruno 
Arcari of Italy as the odd man. Joao Henrique of Brazil and 
Juan Aranda of Argentina are also top line fisticuffers. 

Mando Ramos is a fine young champ whose biggest 
battles may well be fought against the scales. Being but 
voting age this lad likes to savor some of the no-noes of life. 
They could cause his lanky, still growing, frame to fill out 
enought to make it necessary that he graduate to the 
welterweight class and to vacate the lightweight laurels. In 
addition, Mando is faced with some very serious title 
threats, including Ismael Laguna, the Panama flash, who 
relishes another term as top man. Spanish conquistador, 
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TOM BOGS 


Pedro Carrasco is another seasoned socker to be reckoned 
with as is Scotland’s youthful pride, skillful Ken Buchanan. 
Veteran Venezuelan Carlos Hernandez, who pound for 
pound can punch with the best in boxing, continues as a 
title threat. Mexican matador Arturo Lomeli can be 
counted on to fully extend anyone he faces. Canada’s 
contribution to the lightweights Al Ford, still a teenager, 
appears td have the kind of tiger in his tank which will take 
him to the top. Buckeye banger Lyle Randolph also looks 
like a can’t-miss-comer. Make no mistake; Mando will not 
find himself lacking of worthy opposition during 19770. 

Hiroshi Kobayashi sits atop the Jr. lightweight class 
while Filipino Rene Barrientos occupies a similar niche for 
‘the WBC. Oneé of this pair isa sham champ. Which one it be 
remains to be seen via a showdown within the squared 
circle. They are so tight in talent that only the site of the 
sockfest could influence the odds. On a neutral territory I’d 
lean a trifle towards the Japanese jolter. 

The featherweights are still another scrambled egg with a 
pair of punchers fronting the division. The WBC favors 
Australian Johnny Famechon, as does BI, whereas the WBA 
supports Japan’s Sho Saijyo. Both are. very. good glovers 
with Saijyo a shade the better socker of the two. The 
feathers are jam-packed with class and quite possible the 
most exciting group in all of boxing. Retired champ 
Vicente Saldivar got that old feeling again and he has 
propelled himself into the forefront of the division. He’s 
superior to either listed champ and requires only the 
opportunity to prove it. In addition, we also have a trio of 
former banty bosses who would like nothing better than 
another diamond in their crowns. I’m referring, of course to 
the ex-dual diadem holder, flyweight and bantam, Fighting 
Harada, who so narrowly missed a rare triple crown of clout 
when he blew a disputed decision to Famechon last year, 
and yet may have achieved it by the time this reaches you 
as they clash again the first week of the new year, also Eder 
_Jofre of Brazil and Lionel Rose, who was so stunningly 
upset by Mexico’s Fernando Sotelo recently. Should 
Famechon get past Harada, a match with Sotelo down 
under would be a top drawer attraction, and the possibility 
of a Famechon-Rose match still looms, as does one against 
_ England’s Jimmy Revie. A Harada triumph would of course 
‘set up a natural with Saijyo. The feathers should fly during

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1970. All that is required is for imaginative promoters to 
make the proper pairings and to disprove the fable of 
fallacy that ring artistry is somehow connected to adipose. 

The bantamweights have a brand new champion in 
Ruben Olivares of Mexico. Strictly off his record Ruben has. 
to rate as the heaviest hitter in the history of the 
118-pound class. This takes in a lot of ground! Despite a 
recent setback, Olivares’ countryman, Jesus (Chucho) 
Castillo, poses as the strongest threat to dethrone him. 
England’s scrappy Alan Rudkin remains among the elite but 
I don’t think he carries the fire-power to take the Mexican’s 
title should they ever have an encore engagement. Asia and 
Mexico produce most of the opposition to Olivares. 
Frankly, I can’t see any of them knocking him from under 
his newly won crown. Not for a while I can’t. 

The flyweights are another of clout’s confused classes. 
Mexican Efren (Alacran) Torres gets the okay from the 
world while Bernabe Villacampo, of the Philippines, is 
tabbed as top man by the WBA. A match between these 
two fireballs would have to be one of the wildest brawls of 
1970; possibly The Fight of The Year insofar as thrills and 
spills are concerned. My choice would be Torres, but it 
would be a toughie for him to pull. The Scorpion would 
have to be at his most poisonous. Even so, this is a match 
which could take its toll on both boxers and shorten their 
careers. 

Owing to space limitations, sotbina with those of 
intellect, I’ve no doubt unintentionally. omitted names of 
men who properly belong in this advanced peek at the year 
to come. With my luck, the computer within my cranium 
will cough up the punch cards of these forgotten men after 
the copy has gone to the printers, when it’s too late to 
rectify the matter. For those deserving sockers whose 
capabilities I’ve slipped a cog on I’m sorry. What more can I 
say? 

The only certainty within the framework of fisticuffs is 
the absolute and basic uncertainty of the game. A fist in the 
face can change the complexion of a contest faster than a 
card shark can slip a straight from his sleeve and foul up 
even the most carefully doped out pre-fight form charts. 
Maybe it is this element of ever present anxiety which 
makes boxing the greatest and most dramatic of all 
spectator sports. |

DURELLE-PADUANO 
MONTREAL, Canada...As generally 
anticipated, 21-year-old Donato 
Paduano, 146%, Montreal, became the 
new Canadian welterweight champion 





_ by outpointing Joey Durelle, 146%, 


Sorel, over twelve rounds at The 
Forum before a crowd of over 12,000, 
with gate receipts amounting to 
around $100,000. 

It was the classic contract of youth 
vs. experience. ..Paduano' the 
clean-cut, baby-faced kid; and Durelle 
the balding, battie-scarred veteran. 
Durelle dictated the run of the fight as 
the contest got under way; jabbing and 
hooking with his left and landing 
frequently with rights to Paduano’s 
ribs. 

Paduano appeared a little overawed 
and apprehensive during the first 
couple of rounds, but after that he 
began getting into his stride and 
settling down to the task that lay 


ahead. Both boxers fought hard in 


their efforts to gain the upper hand. 
They banged away. ..toe-to-toe 
. ..and how the fans loved it! 

Durelle did most of the attacking, 
but Paduano boxed well on the 
retreat. In the closing stages the pace 
caught up with Durelle; but ‘he was a 
proud champion, and he kept slugging 
away desperately in a valiant attempt 
to retain the title which was slipping 
from his grasp. 

However, there was no denying 
Paduano. It was the kid’s big 

‘Night...and the young challenger 
scored effectively with snappy 
combinations, as he countered the 
swinging, mauling, do-or-die efforts of 
Durelle. 

Judge Bruno Beaudry scored it 
56-56; while Tommy Dalton made it 
57-54, and Tony Bergeron, 58-54, in 
favour of Paduano. 


WEPNER-AGNOSTO 
NEW YORK, N.Y. .. .Chuck Wepner, 
215%, of Bayonne, N.J., making full 
use of his advantages in size and 
weight, pounded out a unanimous 
decision over Pedro Agosto, 196, of 
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Puerto Rico, in the final boxing show 
of 1969 at the Felt Forum, Madison 
Square Garden’s mini-arena. 

Wepner, who had been plagued by 
cuts in the past, got a slight scratch 
over his left eye in the first round, but 
it got no worse despite some rough 
stuff inside by both men. He proved 
too strong for Agosto as both men 
concentrated on body punching most 
of the way. There were no 
knockdowns. 

Referee Johnny Colan scored 7-2-1 
for the lumbering Jerseyan, who 
picked up his nineteenth win against 
five losses and two draws, while the 
judges, Sam Irom and Johnny Dran, 
voted for Wepner, 8-2. It was only the 
second loss for Agosto in nineteen 
starts. 

In the  eight-round semifinal, 
unbeaten Jose Nieves, 134%, New 
York, ending an eight-month layoff, 
got up from two knockdowns to 
outbrawl Winston Noel, 136, Trinidad. 
Benny Huertas, 139, Brooklyn, beat 
Dino Del Cid, 139%, Panama City, 
Panama, in another eight. 


PIMENTAL-MCGRANDLE 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas. . .Veteran 
Jesus Pimental, 115, Mexicali, Mexico, 
gained the North American 
baritamweight title when he stopped 
22 year old Billy McGrandle, 118, of 
Edmonton, Alberta, Canada, after 
2:03 of the seventh round. 

Billy, taller and faster than his 
29-year-old rival, got off to an early 
lead as his jabs held Jesus off, but the 
heavy-fisted Mexican, on the way to 
his 60th kayo triumph in his 68 
winning bouts, lashed out with a hard 
left hook in the third round that drew 
blood from Billy’s mouth. In the 
fourth he drew blood from the nose 
with a hard right and _ forced 
McGrandle to hold. 

Early in the seventh a sharp right 
cross ripped open a cut over the left 
eye of McGrandle and dropped him to 
his knees. Billy was up after taking the 
mandatory eight count, but the heavy 
flow of blood from the wound forced 
the referee to call a halt. 


CLARK-DUNLOP 


AUCKLAND, N.Z....British Empire 
light heavyweight champion Bob 
Dunlop, 190, of Sydney, Australia, 
attempted to establish himself as a 


heavyweight but found Henry Clark, 


208 3/4, of Los Angeles, Calif., too 
much for him and was stopped in the 
ninth round. 


Dunlop, who had to come off the 
deck to retain his Empire title less 
than a month ago, outboxed Clark in 
the early rounds, but the added weight 
seemed to slow him down and Henry 
began to reach him with some solid 
body shots in the sixth round. 
Mid-way through the seventh Clark 
backed Dunlop to the ropes and 
forced him to hold on. 

Again in the eight Clark drove 
Dunlop to the ropes, but this time Bob 
couldn’t escape and a left-right cross 
combination dropped him for the 
mandatory eight count. Dunlop was 
floored again just before the bell by 
another left hook. 

Clark wasted little time in the 
ninth, again driving Dunlop to the 
ropes and dropping him with another 
left-right combo, Dunlop gamely 
pulled himself up, but was floored 
again and the referee stopped the 
fight. ; 

HENRIQUE-ARANDA 


SAO PAULO, bBrazil....In . the 
Ibirapuera Stadium, Joao Henrique 
became the new South American Jr. 


welter champion by beating Juan 


Aranda of Argentina. It was a good 
win for Henrique who weighed 140 
against 138 for the Argentinian 
champion. 

The first round was rather slow, but 
Aranda showed a good left jab, which 
sometimes caught Henrique. In the 
second, Henrique went directly after 
Aranda and forced him to fight back, - 
and it looked like the fight was going 
over on Henrique’s side. 

From now on, the Brazilian took 
command completely and never gave 
Aranda a chance, as he scored with 
lefts and rights to the head and 
mid-section. Aranda was floored in the 
fourth round, but got up before the 
referee started to count. Aranda’s left 
jabs, which were. so good in the 
beginning of the fight, were almost 
gone, but he didn’t give up. In the 
sixth, he came back a little, but in the 
middle of the round Henrique started 
hunting him again, and he was forced 
into the corners time after time. 
Henrique was now like a coming train, 
and Aranda’s lefts didn’t bother him at 
all. Aranda was in a very bad condition 
when the eighth round started but the 
Argentinian clinched and refused to go 
down for the Henrique bombs. 

After the eighth round he told the 
referee that he gave up and it was a 
good decision—otherwise he certainly 


| would have been knocked out.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas.. .British 
Flyweight Champion = Johnny 
McCluskey of Scotland caused quite a 
stirr as he knocked out highly regarded 
local idol Arturo Leon in the opening 
round. 

Leon who had defeated many a 
bantam as well as flyweights, was a 
heavy favorite against the 25 year old 
Scot, but McCluskey wasted little time 
as he went right after Arturo. The two 
little 112-pounders met head-on in 
mid-ring and the’ Britisher just 
overwhelmed Leon as he ripped away 
with both hands. A pair of left hooks 
decked Leon. He was rubber-legged 
when he arose at nine, and quickly 
went down. again from a barrage of 
lefts and rights. Again Arturo bravely 
pulled himself up, but Johnny was on 
him like a cat. Another series of lefts 
and rights and Leon went down for 
the third time, with the referee 
stopping the fight. | 


WEILAND — THEBAULT 


KIEL, Germany Peter Weiland, 
230, of West Germany won the vacant 
_ European heavyweight title when he 
kayoed France’s Bernard Thebault, 
199, in only 2:06 of the first round 
before a crowd of over 5,000 fans at 
the Ostsee Hall. | 

The men wasted little time in 


feeling each other out, as both came 
out swinging. They were locked in a 
torrid exchange in mid-ring, when 
Weiland ripped home a wicked left 
hook to the body that sent Thebault 
sagging to the canvas where referee 
Harry Gibbs of England counted him 
out. 


DUNLOP — SPARKS 


MELBOURNE, Australia. . .British 
Empire light heavyweight champion 
Bob Dunlop, 172%, retained his crown 


in front of the home folks with a 
fifteen-round decision over southpaw 
Al Sparks, 172%, Winnipeg, Canada, at 
the Festival Hall. 

Dunlop made good use of his 
advantages in height and reach to 
outbox Sparks in a vast majority of 
the rounds. He was able to stay out of 
range of Al’s heavier blows and despite 
the awkward portside stance of his 
rival scored oftén with left jabs to earn 
the nod from the lone official, referee, 
Terry Reilly, 71-67. Bob deserved the 
decision just as Sparks deserved the 
cheers of the crowd for his game 
effort. ia 

Although Dunlop was the master 
throughout he did have his bad 
moments. One came in the twelfth 
round when AI crossed his left to the 
jaw and sent Bob to the canvas for the 
mandatory eight count. Bob was up at 
five, and then, when the count was 


completed, carried the fight to 
Dunlop. ! | 
Also in the fourteenth round, | 


knowing that he needed a knockout to 
win, Sparks made another all-out 
effort and won the round as he threw 
combinations at the retreating 
champion. Aside from that only in the 
sixth and ninth rounds was Al able to 
reach Bob with any solid punches. In 
the former round he scored well to the 
body and in the latter he shook 
Dunlop with a left cross and drew 
blood from a nick over the left eye, 
whereas Bob shook Al in the second, 
eighth, tenth and eleventh with his 
straight rights to the head.

ast year when Norman Saunders 

of the United Hands of 
Friendship and I _ visited our 
servicemen in the hospitals and at the 
bases in Vietnam, along with former 
champs Carlos Ortiz and Sandy 
Saddler, we promised the boys that we 








would come back and visit them again, 
if they were still there. 

Well, they are still in Vietnam and 
good to our word we returned, again 
under the sponsorship of the U.S.O., a 
wonderful organization which I cannot 
give enough praise to for the fantastic 
job they do to help our men. This time 
former world light heavyweight 
champion Jose Torres and the retired 


sh 


undefeated middleweight champion, 
Paul Pender, accompanied us. 

Torres and Pender held opposite 
opinions in their personal feelings 
towards the “war” prior to our trip, 
and many a night was spent in heated 
discussion on just how to solve the 
problems. However, by the time we 
returned the “dovish” Torres had 
grown a few claws. In fact, after leaving 








the hospital ship Repose, anchored in 
waters only a few miles south of the 
DMZ, Torres was ready to drop “the 
bomb.” 

Our sixteen days in Vietnam were 
busy as we visited more than fifty 
bases, camps and hospitals, from the 
biggest at Long Binh to small outposts 
in the “boondocks” where teams of 
less than a dozen men lived with the 
natives working on the Vietnamization 
not only of the fighting but in the 
local government of the people. 

Our first day saw us visit nine fire 
support and fire bases southwest of 
Saigon, making the hops _ via 
helicopter. It was the first time that 
either Jose or Paul had flown in one of 
the “choppers,” but after a dozen up 
and down trips, both got over their 
apprehension and were fighting for an 
outside seat so they could take 
pictures. 

It was at our last stop, Fire Base 
Patton, near Tay Ninh, that we first 
saw the face of the enemy. A lone 
prisoner, captured after he and two 
others had opened fire on a patrol, was 
taken back to headquarters, hitching a 
ride on our helicopter. This barefooted 
V.C. was like a frightened animal when 
put aboard the “chopper”, and you 
could feel his confusion as he was 
expecting to be manhandled instead of 
being treated as he was, given food and 
water. Later we saw a dozen others, 
mostly old men and women. 

On the next day we saw our first 
action, in an unbelievable setting. We 


visited Hill 837, a radio and radar relay 


station high on top of a mountain near 
Xuan Loc. From there we watchéd a 
fire gith at the base of the hill, saw the 
“cobros” come in and fire their 
rockets at the enemy, then watched as 
the “Eagle flights’ dropped off troops 
who fanned out to flush the enemy 
out of hiding. 

It was like being spectators at a 
sporting event. Along with the troops 
based on the hill we sat on top of the 
bunkers and cheered for our side. 

_ The next day we went down into 
the Mekong Delta near Long An, 
spending the day visiting five different 
fire bases and camps. It was at F. B. 
Sentman that we met Percy Mack, 
from Chicago, who as an amateur 
welterweight had captured titles in 
both Indiana and Wisconsin in 1966 
and ‘67. Percy had suffered an injury 
to his foot in the line of duty. We also 
met up with an ex-pro wrestler, M/Sgt. 
Joseph Nolan, who used the name

The following day we flew via U-21 
to Chu Loi, and our pilot was Cpt. 
Curtis Harvey of Midland, Texas, who 
had been a top amateur light 
heavyweight some dozen years ago and 
had a short fling as a pro. 

The next nine days were spent in 
traveling from one area to another. We 
visited the sectors around Chu Loi for 
two days. At Fire Base Crunch in Minh 
Long we met F/Sgt. Robert Solomon, 
of Selma, Alabama. Solomon, a 
twenty-year veteran army boxer who 
had competed in the same all-army 
championship as had Torres in 1956, 
told us that former U.S. Olympic 
champion Edward Crook had been 
killed earlier this year. This was the 
first that we had heard of his death 
and this shook Torres, who had boxed 
him twice as an amateur. 

It was also a Crunch where Jose and 
Paul signed some 105 shells to 
“Charlie” and helped the gun crews 
load them. 

The next two days were spent 
around Da Nang and from there we 
went on to Phu Bai and Hue. We had 
two moving experiences in one day, 
but in different veins. The first took 
place at Fire Base Bastogne, the 
farthest west of all our bases near the 
Laotian border on the road to 
““Hamburger. Hill.”” Here Torres met a 
lad from his home town of Ponce. He 
was the lone Puerto Rican at this 
outpost on the edge of the rain forest 
through which runs the main 
infiltration route for the North 
Vietnamese. He broke down and cried 
with joy when Jose greeted him in 
Spanish. It was a touching scene. 

The other experience moved us 
even more—we were walking up a hill 
on Fire Base Birmingham, our next 
stop, when there was a terrific 
explosion—rocks came flying through 
the air, right at us. One bounced off 
my foot and for awhile I thought I was 
going to get a “Purple Heart.” But, as 
we all scrambled for shelter we found 
out it was just some blasting, not a 
mortar or rocket attack. 

Jose was the “Ambassador” from 
Puerto Rico. He scored a big hit with 
his countrymen and__ the 
Mexican-Americans when he chatted 
with them in Spanish. Like the rest of 


us, Jose took down the names and 


home addresses of these boys from his 
native land as well as those from his 
neighborhood in Brooklyn. I compiled 


a long list of boys from northern New 
Jersey and Rockland County, New 
York, while Norman had a whole 
bunch of names from Northern 
Virginia, southern Maryland and 
Washington, D.C., and Pender had 
quite a few from the Boston area. 
When we returned home we called the 
families of these boys, relaying 
messages and telling them we had seen 
their sons, husbands and _ brothers, 
whatever the case might be. 

At camp Houchmuth, an army base 
named for a Marine, we visited with 
Lt. General Melvin Zais, the 
commander of the Twenty-First 
Corps. From there it was on to Quin 
Honh and then An Ke and Pleiku. At 
Pleiku we had the opportunity to visit 
a small Montagnard village where a 
group of nine U.S. servicemen are 
living and working with these 
“Indians” to help them achieve a 
better way of life. In fact we found 
‘many of these teams, army and 
marine, doing this same _ very 
important job in many other small 
hamlets and villages that we visited all 
over Vietnam. The pacification 
program was making great headway. 
To Mr. Saunders and me, who visited 
many of these same places a year ago, 
the change was. obvious and 
encouraging. 

From Pleiku, and Camp Enari, 
home of the Fourth Division, we 
traveled back south to Binh Long and 
spent the next two days in the Delta 
around Can Lanh, and Van Tho before 
heading back to Saigon. There we had 
an interview with Gen. Abrams, the 
commander of the U.S. Forces in 
Vietnam, before packing our bags and 
heading home. | 

It was an unforgettable experience 


for both Pender and Torres, and an 


enjoyable one for Norman and myself, 
enjoyable in that we saw so many 
more empty beds in the hospitals than 
in 1968, because we saw so many 
more South Vietnamese troops on the 
line, a place of ours, and because we 
saw with out own eyes that 
Vietnamization is a fact and not 
fantasy. We hope that next year most 
of the boys will be home, but if not 
and if the U.S.O. is kind enough to 
invite us again, we shall be looking 
forward to another visit with the true 
fighting men—men we all should be 
justifiably proud of and men we 
should back to the hilt with our 
heartfelt support. ¢¢¢

Did Jerry miss 


the count or

S ome people are born to be a 
center of controversey—so seems 
to be the destiny of Jerry Quarry the 
Beilflower,  Calif., heavyweiglft. 
Almost since Jerry hit the main bout 
class he has been involved in some sort 
of “rhubarb” or another. 

The lastest in the long line occured 
in Madison Square Garden on Friday 
night, December 12th, when he was 
counted out in 2:59 of the seventh 
round after being floored by a left

Jerry seemingly was on his way to ' slumped to the canvas, then bounced 





up at the count of three, then dropped 
down onto one knee. He removed the 
mouthpiece from his mouth, holding it 
in his right hand, as he rested that arm 
on the ropes and listened to referee 
Zack Clayton count him out. A 
fraction of a second after Zack 
shouted ten into his ear, and wig 
waged his hands in the out signal, 
Quarry jumped up and screamed that 
he had been “short counted.” He 
wasn’t. We were seated three rows 
from the ring, right behind Quarry. We 
clearly heard Zack’s count as well as 
that of the knockdown timekeeper, 
Tony Perez, broadcast over the P.A. 
system. What happened? 

Did Jerry miss the count? Was he, 
as Chuvalo said afterwards, hurt more 
by the punch than he looked, still 
dazed? or did he quit? 

You can find supporters for all 
three points of view. 

Quarry is the main supporter of the 
first, although some other fans felt 
that this was possible. If in truth Jerry 
wasn’t hurt, why did he take the count 
kneeling when he just as easily could 
have taken it standing? And then why 
didn’t he get up at eight—why wait 
until after nine had been tolled? Jerry 
is no novice, and while he has rarely 
been floored, he has always fought 
under the mandatory eight count rule. 

The second point is much more 
valid. As we said, we were seated right 
behind where Jerry went down. At the 
time and later when viewing the 
movies, at regular speed and in slow 
motion, it appeared to us if his 
dropping down onto his knee was 
more a reflex action, that of a man 
stunned, than a _ planned one. 
Unfortunately we couldn’t see his 
eyes, but we spoke to Clayton 
afterwards. Zack said “His eyes were 
clear” 

As to the third point, when Quarry 
first came to New York, he boxed a 
draw with Tony Alongi. A number of 
times during that fight he complained 
of “low blows” and once doubled over 
and looked as if he wanted to quit. 

At other times his courage was 
questioned, so much so that in his 
fight with Joe Frazier, Jerry threw 
what figured to be a style that might 
beat Joe to stand toe to toe and, as he 
put it, “prove his manhood” against 
Frazier. 

So it is no wonder that some would 
put forth the suggestion that Jerry, 
after absorbing some solid left hooks 
to the body, and after hitting Chuvalo 


with his best shots and failing to bring 
George down, might “chuck it” when 
he was floored. 

While we have always defended the 
“guts” of anyone who climbs into a 
boxing ring, there are all degrees of 
courage as one knows. As a referee I 
have had experiences with those who 
take “ten” and then jump up 
screaming that they have been “fast 
counted,” It isa way out—a face-saver, 
no more, no less. 

We were in no position to make a 
full judgment on Quarry. From our 
seat angle we will go with the second 
point of view—he was really stunned 
and may well have missed the count, 
but because he was still dazed, no 
other reason. 

It was a stunning and unexpected 
ending to a real good bout. As one has 
come to expect when Chuvalo climbs 
into the ring, there will be blood, 
mostly his, and thunder. There was. 

George, a bit heavy at 217 to 
Quarry’s 201%, was nailed right on the 
button by a wicked one-two as Quarry 
rushed to the fray at the opening bell. 

Quarry was too quick footed and 
quick handed for George in the first 
two round, although Chuvalo drew the 
first blood with a slight nick on Jerry’s 
nose with a stiff left jab near the end 
of the first round, which was an 
exciting stanza. The action slowed 
somewhat in the second, but it was a 
hard fought round, with Quarry’ S 
speed the edge. 

Chuvalo began to find the range 
with his jabs in the third and also dug 
some good shots to the body as they 
traded left hooks near the end of the 
round that left Jerry’s right eye and 
nose glowing red. It was George’s 
round by a shade. 

Jerry’s left hooks started to close 
George’s right eye and ripped open a 
cut under the same orb in the fourth 
round as the boys began to get a bit 
rough on the inside and Quarry drew a

warning for a low left Hooke Again it 
was the better boxing of Quarry that 
gave him an edge in the round. There 
was more roughhouse and wrestling in 
the fifth, and some headwork by both 
men, as George continued to club to 
the body inside while Quarry was 
working on the right eye of Chuvalo’s 
which was rapidly closing. 

Despite the fact that he was 
fighting almost with only one eye 
Chuvalo took the sixth as he forced 
Quarry against the ropes where he 
whaled away with both hands to the 
body. Jerry was being forced to stand 
and fight instead of boxing. Chuvalo 
kept the pressure on him as he just 


shook off the solid combinations that - 


Quarry rattled off his head. 

Quarry had George’s eye shut tight 
as the seventh got under way and 
made it a target for his left hooks, but 
Chuvalo kept pressing forward and 
jarred Jerry back on his heels with stiff 
jabs. Chuvalo dug a pair of hard lefts 
to the body, backing Quarry to the 
ropes. Jerry bounced off with a pair of 
right crosses, but George was right 
back, making Quarry wince with a 
hard right to the body. Jerry bombed 
back with a swift 1-2 that rocked 
George back on his heels. 

As Jerry bent slightly forward to 
fire his right, Chuvalo beat him to the 
punch with the left hood that finished 
it. Just like that it was all over. 

The 9,915 fans, who paid a gate of 
$69,910 of which George took home 
$15,000 and Quarry $20,000, were 
just as stunned by the finish as was 
Jerry. 

A rematch is in order, but Chuvalo 
wants a shot at Frazier. While there is 
no real demand for such a mtach, 
Chuvalo, the old war-horse, has earned 
at least one more big paynight. 

The rap has always been on him 
that he can’t win the big ones—this 
surely was a BIG ONE and George

W ith the “oles” of over 18,000 of 
his countrymen ringing in his 
ears, world flyweight champion Efren 
““Alacran” Torres, 112, returned to his 
home town of Guadalajara, Mexico, to 
make the first defense of his crown a 
successful one. | 

The 27-year-old champion had a 
rough time for nine rounds with the 
speedy 22-year-old challenger, Susumo 
Hanagata, 112, of Yokohama, Japan, 
who had earned a non-title decision 
over Torres this past summer. 

Hanagata got off to a fast start as 
he kept on the move and speared 
Torres with darting left jabs that raised 
a slight lump under Efren’s right eye in 
the third round and reddened his face. 

Torres kept trying to work inside 
where he could rip away with his left 


hooks to the body, but during the first | 
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five rounds he was unsuccessful, as 
Susumo was just too agile and clever 
for him. | 

Torres began to reach his rival with 
body shots in the sixth round, but it 
was not until the ninth that the 
champion was able to turn the tide of 
battle in his favor once and for all. 

The ninth round was exciting as 
both men traded lefts and rights in the 
center of the ring. Torres kept pressing 
forward and scored with a hard left 
hook to the body that shook 
Hanagata. Torres quickly followed up, 
ripping home four hard rights to the 
jaw that sent the challenger staggering 
backwards into the ropes. Only the 
fact that he hit the ropes saved 
Hanagata from going down. As the 
crowd cheered him on, Torres tried to 
end matters, but Hanagata held, then 
backpedaled as Torres unleashed a 
barrage of lefts and rights. He stung 
Hanagata again, but Susumo fell into a 
clinch and held on until the bell. 

-Hanagata was down off his toes in 


the tenth and now the fighting was at 


_ close range, which was right up Efren’s 
alley. As they stood toe to toe it was 


Torres who was able to score with his 
jarring left hooks to the head and 
body, and by the end, both men were 
bruised and swollen around the eyes 
and body from the _ frequent 
exchanges. 

There was no complaint from 
Hanagata’s manager, Usuru Kawai, at 
the decision of referee Ray Solis 
(147-143) and judges Jorge Ruiz 
(149-137) and Mosies Del Razo 
(149-139) for the champion. Kawai 
did say, however, that “we will 
fight Torres again, anytime and any 
where.” 

As for the happy champion, he said 
he wanted to make his next defense 
against the  W.B.A.’s_ champion, 
Bernabe Villacampo, who is himself 
scheduled for a title defense. 

Torres said: What I want is a fight 
with Villacampo to settle this once 
and for all.” ¢$¢¢

**Discounting ‘if’s’ like service 
obligation, Mike ought to be a top 
notch fighter,” Jack said. “‘He’s farther 
along than Jerry was at this same 
stage.” 

“Mike has outstanding ability,” 


trainer Frank Brazell reported. 

“Tl think [Il be a heavyweight 
contender in two years,’ remarked 
Mike, who has a reputation of being 
perfectly candid. “I think I can beat 
Andy Kendal right now. I think I’m 
ready for Ray Anderson. But if I beat 
a good guy I’m going to have to keep 
on fighting good guys. I’m too young 
to stay with them.”

But Brazell feels the outstanding 
ability he talked about is the key to 
Mike’s future success. He lauded 
Quarry’s. quickness—in his feet and 
hands; and his head. 

“Mike is real quick on his feet for 
his size (5’11%”,176 pounds and still 
growing), Brazell .said. “He has real 
fast hands, and reacts quick. He also 
thinks quick. ? 

““He’s not a smartlick who knows it 
all either. You don’t have to hammer 
him on the head to make him learn.” 

To make ample use of Mike’s 
quickness, his braintrust has developed 
him into a boxer not a puncher. 

“Mike kept his sturdy but slow foe 
at bay with a jab and fancy footwork 
the entire six rounds winning an easy 
decision. Bud Furillo, Los Angeles 
Herald-Examiner sports editor, was 
amused by Mike’s style and told an 
L.A. television audience that he 
thought Mike was having a “‘ball’’ in 
the ring. 

Mike was not amused that Furillo 
was amused. 

““All my friends heard him say that 
so they come and ask me ‘Were you 
having fun with that guy?’” Quarry 
muttered. “You oughta know that I’m 
not going to sit and play with my 
opponents. I was instructed to box the 
guy because he was tough.” 

But that isn’t to say that Quarry 
isn’t a mixer at heart. 

“Mike doesn’t have the soft spot 
inside that Jerry has,” his father 
disclosed. “Mike has more of this 
‘killer instinct.’ ”’ 

Mike fought several wars with local 
rival James Dick, the most memorable 


_ of which was his last amateur fight at 


the El Monte Legion Stadium. 

Dick has wanted to lick Quarry 
desperately and trained diligently to 
get down to Mike’s fighting weight. 
Lean and mean, Dick stalked right 
after Quarry. 

But lurking behind Mike’s boyish 
face was a lot of meanness too. Quarry 
stood toe-to-toe with Dick much of 
the furious three rounds, connecting 
with the faster punches and deftly 
ducking many of Dick’s. 

The unanimous decision in favor of 
Quarry was greeted with cheers by the 
crowd. But one dissenter, namely 
Dick’s brother, took issue with the 
verdict. He relieved his frustration by 
smacking Quarry’s sister. Inter-family 
combat erupted on the spot as the 
Quarry clan (they’re a story in 
themselves) charged. | 
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Not wanting to miss any fun, Mike 
jumped from the ring and took part in 
the disagreement until police restored 
order. 

What with the number of fights he’s 
had already as a pro (he’s fighting at a 
clip of 24% a month) some local critics 
are wondering just how tough his 
opponents have been since Dick. 

“ve never had any soft touches,” 
he replied. He offered as proof an 
early opponent, Butch McCarthy, who 
had piled up a 6-0 record before Mike 
knocked him out in the first round at 
the Valley Music Center. 

Mike explains that most of his 


fights have been learning experiences. 


Some lessons just happened to be 
snatches. “‘What graveyard did you dig 
him up from?” he jokingly asked his 
pa when he learned he was being 
paired with the 28-year-old Thomas. 

But Mike learned two very valuable 
lessons from a 23-year-old “veteran,” 
Ruben Figueroa, in Madison Square 
Garden. 

Mike won both fights on split 
decisions .but won few fans in the 
process. Many of them thought their 
home favorite had been robbed. 

“T liked Teddy Brenner but not the 
Garden fans,’ Mike recalled. ““They’re 
prejudiced. If you fight a Puerto Rican 
it’s hard to win.’ 

Mike thought his second fight with 


Figueroa was his most important to 


date. 

“That fight was my. initiation to 
boxing,” he said. “Until you get cut in 
a fight you don’t know whether you 
have the guts or not. You know how 
you see it in the movies, ‘never been 
downed or out.’ 

“I blew my pattern when he butted 
me and cut me at the end of the 
second round. It was a different 
feeling to go back to your corner 
between a round and see your trainers 
work on your eye. 

“It took me three more rounds to 
get my pattern back,” he continued. 
“When Figueroa shot everything in the 
sixth round I finished strong enough 
to win it.” 

All in all, Mike has learned the most 
from brother Jerry. He has taken 400 
courses at Jerry Quarry U., just the 
‘number of rounds the two have 
sparred against each other. 

“Mike’s in there whaling with me 
all the time,” professor Jerry 
compliments. “He just won’t let you 
hold back on him. So I don’t— 
although I go for the body mostly.”

“He has to prove something when 
he’s in. the ring with Jerry,” Jack 
sighed. “Every time Mike gets hit, 
though, I hurt.” 

“Ah, Jerry doesn’t hold up as much 
as he used to,’ Mike chuckled. “I’m 
getting stronger. 

“But it’s still an uphill battle.” 

Bantering aside, Mike and Jerry are 
the best of pals. The rest of the Quarry 
clan (which includes ma, and older and 
younger brother, and four sisters) 
affectionately label their friendship “ 
society.” The 
benevolent big brother co-manages 
Mike and usually works in Mike’s 
corner when he’s not fighting on the 
same card. He’s also set up a trust fund 
for Mike. 

“But boy when they get together 
you'd think they were 10-year-olds!” 
pop Quarry exclaimed. “They have a 
hot competitive attitude.” An example 
of the brothers’ rowdiness comes after 
pool games when the loser habitually 
accuses the winner of cheating. 

Mike’s wildness isn’t confined to 
the time he spends with his brother 
(he currently lives with him in Jerry’s 
La Palma home). 

‘‘He’s just a mischievous boy,” his 
dad mused. “He likes to have his fun.” 

Mike had some fun at Magnolia 
High School in Anaheim before he 
graduated last June. 

“T wouldn’t take any bunk from 
anybody no matter how much bigger 
they were, so I got in a few fights,” 
Mike grinned.

But Mike had to live the Spartan | 
life athletically. A budding boxer just 
doesn’t have time for football or cross 
country. But he’s not sorry. 

“Boxing is a great sport,” he 
explained. “It’s an art. I like to make 
the other guy miss and hit him two or 
three times.” 

-Mike has already done a lifetime of 
hitting, since he first stepped inside a 
gym at the age of three. He had fought 
64 fights in the Jr. Golden Gloves 
program by the time he turned 17 on 
March 4, 1967. | 

As a full-fledged Golden Glover he 
lost only once, in the finals of the 
middleweight Olympic Trials. 

But the fights he’s fighting now are 
the ones that count. As he wants to 
make the most out of every one he has 
occupied boxing arenas in Florida, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and 
Washington, in addition to New York 
and California. 

“T want to establish myself to as 
many people across the country as I 
can,” he said. “I don’t want people to 
think I’m just Jerry Quarry’s brother.” 

Mike plans to enter Fullerton 
Junior College this month. (“I was 
going to Cerritos Junior College but 
when I saw Fullerton’s football team 
smear Cerritos I changed my mind.”) 
Eventually he would like to put the 
quickness in his head to use by being a 
sportscaster. 

But, for the next few years Mike 
will be “‘calling them as he sees them” 
from inside the ring! eo¢

There’s nothing like a resurgence 
‘of heavyweights, good, bad or 
indifferent, to liven the fight scene. 
British boxing has its ups and downs, 
in all its aspects, but the young heavies 
are pulling a few crowds. Henry 
Cooper is currently title-less (there is a 
dispute that he no longer retains the

Commonwealth crown) and has moved 
back into stringent training after a 
cartilage operation on his right knee. 

Our ‘Enery has proven a better 
fighter in the veteran stage of his 
career than at the start. Fighters often 
follow this course. Take Archie Moore 
as an example. 

Cooper must remain the guvnor of 
the domestic heavies, despite the 
official title ownership by Jack Bodell, 
unless his leg lets him down. 

Nonetheless, the rise of Joe Bugner 
and Dan McAlinden—operating with 
rival promotions—is causing a bit of 
excitement. Brian London, at 35, still 
threatens to throw a punch or two (he 
looked surprisingly .good for one 
round against Quarry) but the British 
‘Board’ promptly turned down his 
request to fight non-champion, Jurgen 
Blin, in Germany. 

“We want to have a look at 
London” said a Board official. 
Nobody should knock a commission 
trying to protect the game, even 
though London hollered a bit at their 
refusal. 

Once he defied the Board and 
fought Floyd Patterson and was fined 
1,000 pounds. I did not agree with 
that verdict because the Board had 
over-rated Patterson, even though he 
was the first to k.o. London. 
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Hope for the future —Joe Bugner 


But more sound judgment by other 
commissions might lielp to beat off 
boxing’s opponents. 

The manoeuvring of Bugner, aged 
19, and McAlinden, aged 22, is worth 
watching. Joe is the 6ft 3in blond we 
brought to your notice when he began. 
Born in Budapest, raised in Britain, 
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strictly an apprentice, but loaded with 
potential. 

Mickey Duff has promoted Bugner 
to the big-time while canny Scot 
manager, Andy Smith, holds a Svengali 
influence over Bugner, who is quiet, 
cool, calculating and brainy. 

They fed’Joe on several Yanks. He 
did well to outpoint giant Jack 
O’Halloran by a whisker; outpunched 
willing Tony Ventura, was too big and 


businessloke for Ed Talhami, made 
mincemeat of Phil Smith and learned a 
lot against Mose Harrell and Dick Hall. 

He stood like a statue against Hall 
and blew a decision. When he watched 
the film Bugner realised he was being 
conned by Hall’s tactics and would 
probably have punched holes in Hall if 
only he’d thrown punches. It proved a 
good lesson for Bugner. Next time up 
he hammered West Virginian Smith. 





Then came what seemed a tougher test 
against Springfield’s Charlie Polite, 
who had tasted punches from Frazier, | 
Mathis and Jones, guys in a different 
league to the Limey learner. Jose 
looked good halting Charlie in only 
three. | 

The launching of Newry (near. 
Belfast)—born McAlinden came in a 
Jack Solomons competition at his 
World Sporting Club. Dan looked a 
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million. He’s boxed in better amateur 
schools than taller Bugner, including 
tours in Canada and the U.S. He also 
appeared for Ireland in the European 
Games in Rome. 

McAlinden is a car worker in 
Coventry, with a Marciano style, build, 
and we hope a jaw to match. During 
his amateur years Mac regarded boxing 
as a bit of fun which was really 
something to do when he wasn’t out 
drinking with the lads. Ten pints of 
Guinness a day  was_ average 
consumption. 

Often I wondered how he climbed 
into a ring fighting for pewter pots. I 
saw him floored a few times. But 
always I respected his punch. I knew if 
somebody ever got Dan into the right 
frame of mind and real shape he could 
develop into a good ‘un. It’s 
happening. 

In only his fifth fight (three were 
short distance in the comp) he 
hammered American Smith (who 
weighed 11 Ibs heavier than against 
Bugner) to prove he was on the way. 

McAlinden is with George 
Middleton, the Leamington shop 













owner who fashioned Randy Turpin 
into a champ. Randy’s quiet brother, 
Jackie, trains Dan. Body building 
expert Arthur Batty is advising. The 
Irish bhoyo is shaping like a world 
beater—providing he takes a whack 
like he delivers one. 

My belated suggestion to boxing 
book bugs is to purchase Lionel 
Rose-Australian (Angus & Robertson, 
35s) which tells the success story of 
the talented Aboriginal who rose to 
world champion. It’s pricey but well 
scribed by Rod Humphries. It was 
published last October, but time will 
not dull the read. Little Rose will be 
blossoming as a featherweight in 70, 
though defeat by Mexican Sotelo was 
a blow. : 

Talking of Australia—and its diehard 
readers of B.I.—I’d like to answer the 
outback guy who reckoned I was 
Lunatic at Large.

EUROPEAN ROUND-UP 
969 





A’strange time is upon European 
boxing. Results thought safe and 
without quarrel are reversed or, at 
least, saved by the few referees and 
judges who are not averse to shutting 
the eye that should be watching the 
invader and evening both men in the 
mind. 

Italy and Sweden take the 
highlights. The Benvenuti win over 
Luis Rodriguez is covered thoroughly 
elsewhere, but friends from Italy have 
truly reported, with a degree of shame, 
of a crowd drunk with chauvinism, of 
a referee unsure and unhappy. 18,000 
screaned “Testa” (head) when Luis 
attacked in close - when punching 
inside he was told to break. He had to 
avert his head and lose range to 
comply with a referee who rode him 
roughshod and the referee, in turn, 
was commanded with collective venom 
by the horde. So Italy is a hard place 
to invade if you meet a favourite. 

See how the land of Sweden finally 
had the veto applied to professional 
boxing. What a reward for the cranks. 
What cheer and congratulations for the 
publicity loving political nonentity. 

Suicide is Sweden’s gift to modern 
European statistics and the young 
drink of its oblivion in this war free 
Nordic land that has the finest 
standard of living. Drugs, and how the 
young obtain them with ease. Social 
diseases are rife. Illegitimacy curses the 
next generation.

Rene, never a KO victim, held 
hands low and danced more than is 
good for a fighter. Garibaldi threw 
right hands. A shaken Roque rose to 
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be KOed.

Piero Del Papa twice and returned to 
England with a draw. This after Del 
Papa had signed to meet the holder, 
Yvan Prebeg, for the Light Heavy 
ownership. 

Ahmed Saifa plodded after the 
iron-chinned Bob Allotey. and with 
thirty seconds on the clock to 
conclude the bout, a left hook caught 
Bob, who went out, thus erasing the 
points on the card. 

A two-day stand-in from Germany, 
Dieter Klay, made French Jo Gonzales 
lose by a margin in front of the 
Parisian crowd. Cockney coloured 
Bunny Sterling had a turn of speed 
that earned a draw with Nessim 
Cohen. “Paris Jour” gave Bunny an 
easy win. | | 

So are the mighty humbled and 
boxing is the better for it. Marcel 
Cerdan beat the old Lucien Fernandes 
but so labourious was his win, so slow 
to seek advantage, that it was strange 
to a crowd that were bored and jeered 
“‘Menetrey, Menetrey” (this in 


compliment to the young welte: who 
had kayoed Jean Josselin and won the 
French welterweight crown). Cerdan 


earned the verdict but left a 
disgruntled crowd.. Yet bizarre to the 
point of fantasy, scareely has the fresh 
air removed the small than it is 
reported that Orsolics has been offered 
so much to defend against Cerdan 
providing he brings his European 
Welter crown for the prize.

In two months, France 
saw six new titleholders: Claude 
Lapinte (Bantam) Daniel Vermandere 
(Feather), Leonard Tavarez (Light) 
Roger Menetrey (Welter) Jean-Baptiste 
Rolland (Jun-Middle) & Pascal Di 
Benedetto (Middle). 

Mme. Odette has been promoting at 
St. Quentin for years. Paul Roux is 
getting old but keeps winning & they 
love him in the old Great War base. 
When Paul retires it might make all 
difference. 

One cannot but regret the granting 
of permission to return to the ring, in 
so many cases given without thought.

- challenge to Burns. But Tommy 
turned down the fight and took on 
Jack Twin Sullivan in Los Angeles on 
Oct. 17th. He took a beating and lost a 
20-round decision. 

But now an amazing thing 
happened. A month after the Sullivan 
fight, promoter Tom McCreary offered 
Burns $10,000 to fight Marvin Hart 
for the heavyweight title. Burns 
accepted and the match was made for 
Feb. 23, 1906. 

Burns was a 17 to 1 underdog in 
the betting and 10 to 7 that he would 
not last 10 rounds. 

The bout was staged by the Pacific 
Athletic Club at Naud Junction, just 
outside of Los Angeles. Jim Jeffries 
was the referee. 

Jack Twin Sullivan who had just 
defeated Burns a few months prior to 
the Hart match, was Burns’ chief 
second, with Abe Attell, the 
featherweight champion, assisting in 
the corner. Hart had as his chief 
second Tommy Ryan, the 
middleweight champion. 

As the fighters entered the ring, 
Hart came over to Burns’ corner to 
examine Tommy’s hands. He 
complained that Burns had too much 
tape on his hands and ordered it 
removed. Burns just smiled and said, 
“Why, Mr. Hart, I didn’t think that a 
big champion like you would mind 
that a little man like me would wear a 
little tape.” 

Hart exploded and tried to punch 
Burns. Jeffries parted the men. He 
allowed the tape on Burn’s hands. But 
the incident so upset Hart that he 
fought in a rage. Burns took advantage 
of this and easily outpointed Hart, 
winning 18 out of the 20 rounds. 

A little more then a month later, on 
March 28th, Burns defended his title 
in two matches on the same night in 
San Diego, Calif. He scored a one 
round knockout in each bout. 

Burns then claimed his bride and 
went on his honeymoon. He took his 
bride back home to his mother in 
Hanover. While there he paid off the 
mortgage on his mother’s home. 

Burns was appearing on the stage in 
Chicago when he heard of the plight of 
a well known fighter by the name of 
George Memsic. Burns helped Memsic 
financially. He took Memsic under his 
management and took him back to 
Los Angeles where he secured him a 
number of lucritive bouts. One a title 
bout with Joe Gans in Los Angeles on 
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Sept. 27, 1907. Memsic then used the 
name Jimmy Burns. 

Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, the light 
heavyweight champion, was also laying 
claim to the heavyweight title because 
of his win over the aged former 
heavyweight champion Bob 
Fitzsimmons. _ 

Burns and O’Brien were matched 
for the heavyweight title in Los 
Angeles on Nov. 28, 1906. Jim Jeffries 
was the referee. He called the fight a 
draw. 

O’Brien complained that he won 
and demanded.:a rematch. 

The fighters were rematched for 
May 8, 1907 in Los Angeles. O’Brien 
demanded a different referee, 
complaining that Jeffries robbed him 
of the decision in the last tight. 

Shortly before the fight was signed 
O’Brien came to Burn’s home and gave 
him a proposition. If Burns would 
consent to let O’Brien win, he could 
have the entire purse. Burns agreed to 
the deal. 

Burns set up his training camp in 
Long Beach, while O’Brien set up his 
camp on Lucky Baldwin’s estate at the 
Santa Anita racetrack. 

O’Brien, in making the bargain, 
agreed that neither fighter would train 
hard for the “fixed” fight. But soon 
reports came back to Burn’s camp that 
O’Brien was training hard and told his 
friends that he would try to knock out 
Burns. 

Not to take things lying down, 
Burns trained hard for the fight and to 
be sure that Mr. O’Brien’s scheme 
would not work. 

Before the fighters entered the ring 
Burns called promoter Tom McCreary 
into his dressing room and told him of 
the deal between himself and O’Brien. 
He advised McCreary to have the 
referee Charlie Eaton announce that 
all bets were off. 

When Burns entered the ring he 
went directly to O’Brien’s corner and 
told him that the deal was off. “Do 
your best tonight Jack, said Burns, 
“because I trained hard and I am in 
good shape. This shocked O’Brien and 
he turned white as a sheet. From the 
first bell to the last O’Brien ran away 
so fast that Burns had to trot after him 
to get close enough to hit him. Burns 
got in enough blows to win the 
referee’s decision. Since both fighters 
weighed below the 175 Ib light 
heavyweight 
automatically won the light 
heavyweight title while defending his 


limit’. ..Burns | 


heavyweight crown. 
Record books do not show this due 
to the fact that Burs never did claim 


the title. 


July 4th and Burns was matched 
with Bill Squires the Australian 
champion in San Francisco in an 
international title match, 
scheduled for 45 rounds at Colma, just 
across the San Francisco city limits. 

Burns and Squires trained in 
Oakland for the match. Squires’ record 
was a good one. He was undefeated in 
26 bouts, winning 23 by knockouts. 
Burns was worried. 

Jim Jeffries was selected as the 
referee. He visited both fighters’ 
camps. He then told Burns that he 
would win. “He keeps his chin up too 
high”, Jeffries told Burns. 

The fighters entered the ring with 
Squires the 10 to 7 favorite. 9000 fans 
jammed the arena that afternoon 
contributing to a gate of $27,000. 

As the fighters came to the center 
of the ring with the first bell . . Burns 
remembered what Jeffries had said 
about Squires keeping his chin high. 
Burns feinted with his left and shot 


over a fast right hand on Squires chin. — 


He went down. Twice more he was 
down before he was counted out. The 
time was a fast 2 minutes and 9 
seconds of the first round. 

Peggy Betteson, the promoter of 
the National Sporting Club in London, 
wired Burns an offer of $10,000 to 
meet the English champion, Gunner 
Moir. Burns accepted the match for 
Dec. 2, 1907. Tommy sailed for 
England with his wife and his pal Billy 
Neal, an Oakland saloon keeper. 

After arriving in London he went to 
Moir’s camp to watch him train. He 
then went out and bet $5000 on 
himself to win. He scored a knockout 
in 10 rounds. Burns two months later 
agreed to fight the former English 
champion Jack Palmer on Feb. 10, 
1908. 

The fight was held at the 
Wonderland in East London, what was 
then the tough section of London. 

Harry Jacobs was the promoter. 
Burns for the Palmer fight was 
working on a straight percentage of 25 
per cent. He had a side bet up for 
$7500. 

After the fight Burns learned the 
gate receipts. had disappeared and 
received no money. But he did collect 
his side bet of $7500 from the 
gamblers. ¢¢o¢

hook ripped home to the jaw. Sonny . |

over — time 1:08 of the ninth round. |

couldn’t make the weight, but due to 
the lack of.a challenger and Emile had 
no trouble in coming down to the 
welter limit with Napoles, but he had 
plenty of trouble with Napoles, who 
floored him and won a unanimous 
fifteen-round decision by a wide 
margin on the scorecards of the 
officials. These triumphs and a 
stoppage of Fate Davis, the much 
ducked Akron, Ohio, welterweight, 
plus maybe the feeling that Olivares 
with youth on his side will have other 
chances to be the “Fighter of the 
Year” while Napoles may not, were 
factors in our choice. 

As to runners-up, Bob Foster, the 
light heavyweight champion from 
Washington, D. C., who disposed of 
both his challengers—Frank DePaula 
and Andy Kendall—in quick fashion 
and also kayoed highly rated Chuck 
Leslie in a non-title bout, suffered not 
from lack of ability, but from the lack 
of quality of his opponents. The 
175-pound division has only Jimmy 
Dupree as a real “threat” to Foster. 

Middleweight champion Nino 
Benvenuti, who turned in two 
successful title defenses, winning on a 
“questionable” disqualification over 
young Fraser Scott and _ then 
stunningly knocking out Luis 
Rodriguez, was ruined in his chances 
by his lackluster performance in losing 
to Dick Tiger over-the-weight. 

Youthful Mando Ramos, who 
gained the lightweight title by 
stopping Carlos “Teo” Cruz and then 
kayoed Yoshiaki Numata in his first 
defense, was ruled out by his 
involvements with the law outside of 
the ring.

British welter champion Ralph 
Charles; Mexican lightweight Arturo 
Lomeli; Austria’s Johann Orsolics, 
who now rules the European 
welterweights; Argentina welterweight 
Esteban Osuna; California lightweight 
Rodolfo Gonzalez; New York light 
heavyweight Hal Carroll; Venezuelan 
featherweight Antonio Gomez; and 
last but far from least Jimmy Dupree, 
New Jersey light heavyweight who 
stands out as possibly the only man 
able to give Bob Foster a good fight. 

A trio of heavyweights who made 
good progress during the year were 
Alberto Lovell of Argentina, son of 
the heavyweight of the same name 
some thirty years ago; Jose Maria 
Urtain of Spain, on a long kayo streak; 
Billy Joiner of Cincinnati, O. all 
moved up in the ratings. | 

Ray White, colorful Californian; 
veteran Dick Hall of Mass., and Larry 
Buck of Seattle, Wash., were three 
among the 175-pounders who made 
big leaps forward. 

In the middleweights Doyle Baird

MCCORMACK — BRUNO 


LONDON, Eng. ...Young John 
McCormack, ex-British light heavy 
title holder, won a bust-up against 
Tunisian Cosimo Bruno in just 80 
seconds at a local hall promotion by 
21-year-old Alan Bryne, croupier son 
of Mac’s manager, Paddy. 

The Paris-based Bruno, who is 34, 
did not turn pro until he was 30, arid 
had lost six of his previous eight bouts. 
But he came to fight. The end came by 
accident. As they swapped blows 
before the opening bell died away, 
heads accidently clashed and both 
were cut around the eyes. 

The ref could easily have called a 
no-contest but Bruno’s injury was 
worse and he decided to stop the 
match — it could hardly be catalogued 
as a battle — in Irish John’s favour. 

The show was planned to stimulate 
interest in South London boxing, but 
it takes continuity and planning to 
make a success of it. The show was not 
a financial success, and John’s younger 
brother, Pat, was injured and withdrew 
from the bill. A bad start for a return 
of the sport in that area. 


SOTELO — ROSE 


SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA... Fernando 
Sotelo, 128, of Mexico scored a 
stunning upset when he halted former 
world bantamweight champion Lionel 
Rose, 127%, Sydney, in the seventh 
round at White City Tennis Stadium. 

Rose, making his second start as a 
featherweight, appeared on his way to 
an easy points win over the first five 
rounds as he scored with stiff jabs and 
combinations to the head that opened 
cuts over both of Sotelo’s eyes, but in 
the fifth round the Mexican switched 
his attack to the body and seemed to 
have Lionel in trouble. A hard left to 
the body sent Lionel to one knee near 
the end of the sixth round, and he was 
forced to hold on till the bell. 

Sotelo swarmed all over Rose at the 
start of the seventh and a series of left 
and rights to the body soon had Rose 
on the deck, Lionel struggled gamely 
to his feet, and Sotelo moved in and 





drove a hard right under the heart, 
Rose crumbled forward onto his knees 
and referee Vic Patrick stepped in and 
stopped ‘the fight. 

It was revealed that Rose would 
soon be operated on for the removal 
of a blood clot in his stomach. It was 
not stated whether or not the punches 
~ he absorbed from Sotelo were 
responsible, although Rose said after 
the fight that he suffered a nerve 
spasm in his back in the second round 
that handicapped him, . while his 
manager claimed he suffered stomach 
cramps in the fifth round. 


PRUITT — SOTO 
HONOLULU, Hawaii Adolph 
Pruitt, 141, Los Angeles, Calif., got a 
good workout from gamester Genaro 
Soto, 139, New York City, and 
although Adolph won by a wide 
margin on all the scorecards, he knew 
he was in a fight. 

Referee Wilbert Minn scored it 
50-49, judge Walter Cho 50-40 and 
Alex Long 49-42. Pruitt threw 
everything he had at Soto, but was 
unable to bring him down, although he 
staggered him on a number of 
occasions. It was the 43rd fight for 
Soto, and he is still to be knocked off 
his feet. During the first five rounds, 
Genaro stayed upright and fought it 
out with Pruitt, who bombed him with 
lefts and rights to the head. In the 
later rounds, Soto went into a crouch 
and stayed in close, tying up Adolph 
and refusing to mix with him. Pruitt 
went all out for a knockout in the last 
round, but- couldn’t dent’ the 


cement-like head of Soto.

Liston had won 14 in 
a row since his comeback, Martin 
suffered a detached retina and was 
operated successfully a week after the 
fight, but both his and Liston’s careers 
may be over. 

Former junior middleweight _ 
champion Sandro Mazzinghi of Italy 
returned to action with a two-round 
knockout of Mexican Cipriano 
Hernandez in Las Vegas, Nev. 

Boxing history was made in 
Sacramento, Calif., when a six-round 
preliminary bout was halted for several 
minutes between the fourth and fifth 
rounds to enable a doctor to sew up a 
fighter’s cut eye.
